It was held over at the 
request of the House authorities to 
enable Sir Frederick to go over to 
England and discuss the whole matter 
with the British war office author- 
ities. 

One of the changes is to enable a 
Canadian officer to hold the office of 
general commanding the Canadian 
militia. At present it has been an 
imperia! officer who fills this post. 
There are also other important 
changes in the measure.

FROM THE JASPER 


N. H. Jock, of Jock and Gregg, 


per House trail, arrived, on Saturday 


accompanied by George McLaughlin 
and T. Lake. He brought a lot of 
far which he sold to the Hudson’s 
Bay Company at Lake St. Anne for 
$940. The party left Prairie Creck 
on November 7th and reached St. 
Anne on November 19th. This is con- 
sidered very good time. The rivers 
were all frozen and travelling was 
good. There was no snow at Prairie 
Creek when the party left, but they 
had snow alli the way in trom the Mc- 
Leod divide. Prairie Creek enters 
the Athabasca from the south about 
thirty miles below Jasper House. 
There is geod grazing there and the 
full effect of the Chinook blowing 
through the pass is felt. 

Messrs Jock and Gregg keep a con- 
siderable band of horses, but no cat- 
tle. They nad a good vegetable gur- 
den this year and have about 1,700 
bushels of potatoes, cairots, parsnips, 
rutabagos and turnips, 
and quality. They have put up con- 
siderable nay, but seldom have to feed 
any to their horses. Mr. Swift, who 
is farming on a small scale at the 
Henry House im the Jasper Pass, had 
a crop of wheat, barley, oats and po- 
tatoes. He has pigs and one or two 
ows. The Jasper House is about 275 
miles southwest of Edmonton, and is 
at the eastern outlet of the pass 
through which the Canadian North- 
ern is expected to reach the Pacific. 
The country between St. Anne and 
Jasper was origimally entirely tim- 
bered, but fires have destroyed the 
waluable timber and nave turned some 
areas which were once timbered into 
prairie. Mr. Jock leaves in a day or 
¢wo on his return trip. Messrs. Mc- 
Laughlin and Lake will remain in Ed- 
gonton for the winter.
